The New St. Louis-New York Mail 
Arrangements Absolutely 
Porteot. : 


History of a Long and Hard Fight 
for St. Louis—Assistant Postmaster 
Semple Says St. Louis is Now on a 
Par With Chicago—The Department 
is Satisfied. 


The new fast-mall arrangements have been m- 
pleted and areas perfect as can be wished for. 
Hereafter the business mail will leave New York 
at 7:30 p. m., and arrive here at 5:45 on the morn- 
ing of the second day. The return mails zo out at 
8 p. m., and arrive in New York at 8 o'clock on the 
morning of the second day, ready to be distributed 
for the morniog delivery. Assistant Postmaster 
Semple was seen this morning and was asked 
to explain the advantages of. the 
new system. He said: “You must, in order to 
understand the whoie system, go to the very 
beginning. The idea.of the fast maii system 
betwee. St. Louis and New York orizinated in this 
office It began with the complaints of the banks 
that, with the mail facilities at That time, St. Louis 
was twenty-four hours beiiind Chicage. With the 
oid time tabie in foroe it „as problewatical whether 
the New York mails reached St. Lous in time for 
ihe opening of the ‘gore House. At that time a 
speciai bank system was ivuaugurated, and imme- 
diavely after the arrwal of the New 
York mails a specal carrier was sent out 
to the banks. Those banks far away 
from the Post Office sent a speciai messenger to 
meet the bank carrier, but even then the com- 
paints were numerous enuugu to warrant the 
taking action to secure a fast mail, Mr. Hariow aud 
myret consuited rst with the bankers aud found 
out wnat was needed. Correspondence followed 
with the Department and with the New York office 
until a scheme wasformu.ated.

Passing from this villainous record 
of his private life, after charging that he is 
still notoriously a frequenter of houses of ill- 
fame, the Oregonian charges that he used bis 
position when he became a United States Sen- 
ator to make money by corruptly participating 
in the profits of jobs and contracts; that his 
style of living in Washington cost several 
times the amount of his salary, and that he 
was in the habit of demanding and obtaining a 
share of the money other men were making 
out of the Government by his assistance. 

Mr. MiToHELL did not dare give the Ore- 
gon an an opportunity to prove these charges, 
one end all, in a court of justice. On this fou] 
record of public and private baseness, un- 
questioned and unchallenged by a word of de- 
uial in Oregon or elsewhere, he ran for United 
States Senator and was triumphantly elected.

Col. J. H. Woodward Reiates Some Inter- 
esting Meminiscences. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Disra Ton. 

New York, November F. Col. J, H. Woodward 
of Sau Fraue sc, general agent of the Wabash 
Road for the Pacific ont, was formerly a resident 
of Indianapolis, where he was en aged in journal- 
ism, and widely known as a newspaper writer with 
the nom de plume of “Jaynawker.” He was a 
neighbor and intimate acquaintance and friend of 
Vice President Hendricks, alihough opposed to 
bim politically. He ws stopping at the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel, where the Post-Dispatca asked him 
ast night about the dead officer. He said: “We 
have now reached the point where we can or 
should speak candidly of Mr. Hendreoks. For over 
ten years I nave been on intimate terms with him. 
not only socially, but poiiticaily. My intimacy 
with him began in the campaigu of 1872, when he 
was elected Governor of Indiana, and gontinued 
until after his election to the Vies-Presidency." 

“What were the features of bis Goveruors hip." 

As Governor of Indiana bis administration was 
remarkable for its purity and economy. The first 
two years of his term were with Republican State 
officers and a Republican Legislature, yet every 
offical was his friend. It was a _ singular 
fact that during bis term in hat office de 
called wut the tia more frequently than aux 
other Governor o the State. He ever besitered 
about emp oylug the military atthe frst appear- 
ance of trouble and happily prevented any out- 
brea. by vclug abe to suppress one had it oo 
curred.”

„He was an extreme partisan, but a lover of the 
people.
